The history of the Class of ’65 is that of the common experience 
of several hundred people of varying backgrounds, abilities, and in- 
terests. Our athletic, scholastic, and artistic achievements have been 
considerable, we have excelled in a wide variety of activities, from 
basketball to basketweaving. A catalogue of our successes, like a list" 
of famous battles, would be a long and impressive one. But a history 
of the Class must be, by definition, more than a catalogue; it must 
try to isolate significant experiences and attitudes resulting from them. 

This is a very difficult task, because we are anything but a homo- 
geneous group. Most of the interests, character traits, and inherited 
prejudices with which we entered high school remain unaltered; and 
few of the things which we all experienced affected all—or even most 
of us—in the same way. In fifteen or twenty years, when we are old 
and decrepit, when we have forgotten the scores of the games and 
the names of most of the teachers, how will we evaluate our three 
years in high school? 

Whether we will look back on high school nostalgically or apa- 
thetically depends on two interrelated things; what we got out of it 
and what we put into it. Although the former is to a considerable 
extent a function of the latter, there are certain things that high 
school offers all of us. Perhaps the most important of these was the 
large number of opportunities it gave us to learn about things that 
interested us. I refer not only to the formal academic program, but 
also to the multiplicity of extra-curricular activities sponsored, en- 
couraged, or tolerated by the school. The school sponsored our athletic 
teams, dramatic productions, enrichment courses, and clubs. Although 
at times the administration seemed unduly restrictive, it encouraged 
dances and similar activities; and it was so fond of our idiosyncrasies 
that it kept a permanent record of them on our conduct cards. 

Tonight we are symbolically being ejected into adult life, and 
despite the contention of the Province of Alberta that people with 
high school diplomas are prepared to fend for themselves, most of us 
contemplate the prospect with disbelief. Undoubtedly, we are more 
sophisticated than we were three years ago, but what has high school 
done to us that has prepared us for whatever it is that we are going 
to encounter? 

It has exposed us to a more rigorous academic discipline than 
we had previously encountered. It has demanded of us more time, 
more concentration, more concerted mental effort. It has sought to 
develop in us greater maturity, and it has made a reasonable amount 
of progress in that direction. 

Our history is as yet unfinished, and we will have to wait until 
we receive the results of our departmental examinations before we 
can permit ourselves to be smug about it. But for most us—although 
leaving high school, like entering it, is mildly traumatic—the past 
three years have been fun.

This is the third year that the Students of Strathcona have supported Julia Daniels 
under the Foster Parents’ Plan. Born in Venezuela on June 11, 1952, Julia later moved 
with her family to a suburb of Manila. In 1961, her father died leaving his family 
destitute and two months later her mother disappeared. When PLAN found the family, 
a maternal aunt had been trying to raise Julia and her four brothers and sisters on 
the $2.00 a week she earned selling vegetables. 

Through the Foster Parents Plan Julia has received food, clothing, medical care, 
and assurance of schooling. PLAN has improved conditions for the whole family by 
rebuilding their home after its destruction by Typhoon ‘‘Dading” in June 1964, and by 
helping the aunt begin a small business selling rice cakes. 

Of the five children only Julia attends school. She is an average student in the 
sixth grade of a government elementary school. Being fond of sewing, Julia plans to 
become a_ seamstress. 

In her letters Julia expresses her sincere gratitude for our desperately needed 
assistance. We hope that we will be able to continue this most worthwhile project of 
support to a foster child.

SEPARATISM SIMPLIFIED 
By Brad Willis 


Moderate radicals throughout Canada are agreed that Canadian unity is becoming increasingly 
precarious because of the inexplicable behaviour of the Separatists, or “habitants”, as they are sometimes 
called. For years these people were content to live a quaint, rustic existence in their little thatched huts on 
the edge of the St. Lawrence River, emerging only to play hockey and to administer an occasional defeat to 
the Conservative Party. Both these activities were commendable. But recently, French-Canadians have 
begun to take an unexpectedly vigourous, and totally uncalled-for interest in their own political affairs; this 
interest has culminated in a widespread desire for secession. 

Most Canadians, and a large number of Canadiens, are aghast at this proposal. With justifiable 
agitation they point to the vast number of factors tending to promote Canadian unity, to elements of our 
national life so distinctively Canadian that everybody understands and reveres them. The Quebec countryside 
has been, for many years, dotted with a phenomenon common to and comprehended by all of Canada—a little 
white and red sign that reads, “Buvez Coca-Cola!” At least half the population is aware that we have a 
national flag, and the majority of this group can draw it from memory. Free translations of the speeches of 
French-Canadian Members of Parliament are available to their English-speaking colleagues. When there is 
so much to unite us, how can discontent and division arise? 

Reflection upon the above argument has prompted a considerable outpouring of righteous indignation 
from English Canada, finding vent in such expressions as, “Oh, so they think they can get along without us, 
eh? Well, let ’em try. See how far they get”, and, “If they want a civil war, O.K., they can have one.” 

National unity can only be achieved when we determine the causes of the present discord. Why do 
English-speaking Canadians have such a confused ‘understanding of the thought processes of French-Canadians? 
Why have many of us stopped trying to understand Quebec altogether? 

I think I have found the cause of the prevalent lack of communication between the two major factions 
in our country, the cause of the warped concept of French Canada that English Canada has. It is the high- 
school French book. 

There is nothing wrong with the instruction contained in high-school French books. By the time he 
is through high-school, the average student has memorized a few uncomplimentary French phrases suitable 
for shouting derisively at people unacquainted with the language, and can almost decipher the French section 
of a cereal package.. 

What is wrong with these texts is the impression they give a reader of the mentality of French-speaking 
people. The people in these books—the only French-speaking people many Canadians ever come across—are 
hopelessly feeble-minded. The peculiarity of their actions and speech make this the only conceivable conclu- 
sion that can be drawn about them. 

The songs of a people are generally thought to afford a good insight into its character. French songs 
presented in textbooks do not speak well for their originators. One of the first ones Alberta students encounter 
goes: 

I. 

‘Do you know how to plant the cabbages 

In the way, in the way, 

Do you know how to plant the cabbages 

In the way that we do?” t 

This song speaks for itself; it clearly indicates that French-speaking people are meddlesome to a degree 
approaching missionary fervour. Not content to let other people plant their cabbages in whatever way they 
please, they must impose upon their hearers alien farming methods. 

In a different text appears another, equally irritating musical effort: 

“Getting up at six, breakfasting at ten, 

Having supper at six, going to bed at ten, 

Makes a man alive ten times ten.” 

The full meaning of this escapes me, but it clearly demonstrates an unrivalled dogmatism and obtuseness. 
If a person made a habit of getting up at six o'clock in the moming it would be evidence of mild eccentricity; 
and if he usually postponed breakfast for four hours, an observer would be forced to conclude that either his 
grasp on reality was tenuous, or that he had committed a terrible sin and had decided to do penance by 
fasting. Why such a regimen should make a man alive, rather than hasten his death, is an insoluble question. 

Early this year, I read some singular conversations in a textbook which is being used in several provinces. 
The strangest of these was an exchange between Robert, a student, and his teacher, during the course of which 
it must be assumed that one or both of them became temporarily deranged.

AN ANALYSIS OF SOCIAL STUDIES 
By Bill Harris 


Our Social Studies course is the most universally boring, troublesome and disliked subject in high 
school. Why? Because most of the charges laid against it are true: it is repetitive, disconnected, disorganized, 
far too generalized, and deadly dull. The textbooks are inadequate, and the student is left with little real 
knowledge about history, economics, or geography. 

These are hard accusations against one of the most central and important school subjects, but they are 
true. First, Social Studies is the only academic course which has not undergone major changes in the past 
few years. Many examples confirm this. English 10 and English 20 have appeared only in the past two years, 
a clear improvement over the previously separate Language and Literature, although the textbooks have not 
changed, English also contains Literature 21, one of the very best courses in high school. Physics has 
now branched into the entirely new 30X (and 20X) courses. Chemistry 30 has a new, vastly improved text- 
book and will have a new lab course. Biology has new texts too. Many changes of courses and texts are 
taking place in Mathematics. French is in its second year of new texts and other improvements in all three 
grades, and Latin is now integrated with its single textbook. 

What has happened to Social Studies? The Grade Twelve book is so old that a revising supplement, 
itself now three years behind, has been put out. The teacher must go beyond the book for far too much of 
the necessary material. Moreover, the book is far too vague and abstract about any subject it treats to be 
a good summary. Examples of this abound. Such an important section of history as World War I, the 
text covers in three small pages: the actual events of war are not even mentioned. The Great Depression 
is barely discussed. Everyone in high school knows that a depression happened in the Thirties, but few know 
how or why, and many would like to know. World War II is treated in almost as niggardly a fashion as 
World War I—six pages, including pictures. This vastly important war is dismissed in such vague and 
almost meaningless terms as, “The new conflict marked the advent of total war as it had been foreshadowed 
by the earlier world struggle.” Huge events are passed by in phrases like, “In 1944 the ring began to 
close . . .; the western Allies invaded Normandy, liberated France and advanced across the German frontier.” 
(Both these quotations are from Canada in the Modern World.) 

The texts for Grades Ten and Eleven are only slightly better, although the one for Grade Twelve is 
the chief offender. Our European Heritage, for example, treats the entire history of Russia up to the Bolshevik 
Revolution in Jess than a chapter. Even with such super-condensation, the book covers too much subject 
matter to be finished in a year. It tries to embrace world government, Canadian history, and Canadian 
culture as well as world history from 1500 to 1900. 

This leads to another major flaw in our courses: repetition. I personally recall studying Canadian 
history in Grade Seven, Grade Nine, Grade Eleven, and now again in Grade Twelve. Similar duplications 
of effort occur again and again. Canadian history should be important to us, but it should also be placed 
in better perspective. An elimination of this wasted effort could free invaluable amounts of time for other 
studies. Another waste of effort is our study of economics and geography. The Grade Twelve text explains 
international trade and finance in a manner too general and elementary to be useful or enlightening. — Its 
description of the business cycle, for example, is ludicrously obvious and almost infantile. Geography, as it 
is now presented, is a mundane and tedious subject for all but the few interested in it. Anything learned 
about natural resources, for instance, is forgotten the day after the test is over. 

I propose the following solution: Introduce an integrated five or six-year program of world history, 
beginning with the dawn of civilization and ending with the present. Grade Seven or Eight is not too early 
to start. Eliminate economics and geography altogether, except where they are needed to elucidate history. 
They are complicated and intriguing subjects by themselves and should become separate courses, as is 
Geography 20. Also eliminate repetition of subject matter. These measures would effectively quadruple the 
time now spent on history. This program would also require a series of interrelated textbooks written in 
reasonable detail. A broad picture of the flow of history, which Social Studies must try to achieve, may be 
accomplished only after looking carefully at the historical events — the details — themselves. Furthermore, 
history can be just plain interesting. 

Must Social Studies remain the most apathetic and despised subject in school? It doesn’t have to be.
